Hansen Reinstated

Richard L* Hansen, Delta Omi- 
cron Mu, veterans' fraternity chair- 
man who was dropped from the roles 
of the university for refusal to pay 
non-resident fees, this week was re- 
instated to full university status fol- 
lowing issuance of a restraining order 
by Caddo District Judge James E. 
Clark, 

Hansen feds the fees, as presently 
applied, according to his suit against 
the Louisiana State University sys- 
tem and LSUS, are not equally and 
constitutionally assessed, and he seeks 
to have his status changed to that of 
"resident." 

In tire brief filed with the court 
by Hansen’s attorney, it is alleged 
that the university violated Hansen's 
14th Amendment guarantees to equal 
representation.

The members of the Advisory- Com- 
mittee have been selected for the 
institutional evaluation of LSUS by 
the S outlie m Association of Colleges 
and Schools, announced Dr* Gary 
Brashier* Vice Chancellor for Aca- 
demic Affairs. 

The committee will interview' stu- 
dents, faculty, administrators and 
staff for two and one-half days, from 
October 29-3 L The purpose of these 
meetings is not only to secure infor- 
mation about LSUS, but also to 
answer questions that any member 
of the Campus Committee may ask. 

Following the visitation the ad- 
visors’ report will be submitted to 
the Commission on Colleges. This 
report will be the basis for a recom- 
mendation to the commission at its 
1973 meeting, A favorable vote at 
this time will give LSUS the status 
of Candidate for Accreditation at 
Level II, the baccalaureate degree- 
granting level. 

If candidate status is awarded* a 
follow-up evaluation committee for 
membership at Level II would be 
authorized for the spring of 1975. A 
favorable vote by the committee 
would give LSUS its autonomous 
accreditation in time for the first 
graduating class.

Marked Improvement 

Mick Taylors lead guitar playing 
is spotlighted more on this album 
than any other Stones LP, and this 
may be the reason for the Stone's 
marked improvement. 

The album begins with a smooth- 
winding rocker named “Dancing with 
Mr. D.” This song alone is evidence 
of a smoother style by the Stones. 
‘MOO Years Ago” is the next song on 
the album and exemplifies the Rolling 
Stones versatility. 

The song undergoes two tempo 
changes intertwined with Mick Tay- 
lor's screeching, wah-wah lead guitar 
runs, which are reminiscent of Jimmy 
Hendrix, 

J agger Excells 

Mick Jagger’s songwriting and sing- 
ing excell in this new album. On 
"Angie/' a Folk-ballad love song, 
Jagger not only sings but plays the 
standard guitar also. The lyrics on 
all the folk-ballad songs on this al- 
bum are meaningful and are able to 
be related to. 

Songs like “Winter/" in which the 
lyrics say “I wrap my coat around 
va'\ makes one yearn for the cozi- 
ness of winter. Another good folk- 
ballad song on the album is “Coming 
Down Again/' which features a great 
piano run by Nicky Hopkins. 

The Stones play hard -rockers on 
this album too, but some of them 
with a different twist— synthesized 
sound effects, “Doo, Doo, Doo 
(Hearth reaker}” and “Can You Hear 
the Music” are examples of this 
blended type of sound. 

“Silver Train” is an Allman Broth* 
era-like song with double leads by 
Mick Taylor and Keith Richards, 
“Star, Star” is a song in which the 
Stones revert back to their old boogie - 
like style, and is good for a change 
of pace in the album. 

Taking all into consideration, I 


highly rate (Jus album and think it 
is one of the Rolling Stones best. Be- 
cause of the versatility of the band 
on this album (from folk-ballad to 
heavy, hard rockers), I would recom- 
mend it to any music lover.

They meet in an unfurnished Paris 
apartment. The man is a middle 
aged widower looking for fulfillment. 
The girl is young, carefree, and fox- 
like. They are total strangers to each 
other. 

Suddenly, they break into wild, 
passionate love. The scene is brutal 
and explicit. The scene fades. 

Scandal and Sensation 

With this, the audience was led 
into Bernardo Bertoluccis “Last 
Tango in Paris.” A film that met 
Europe with scandal and sensation, 
met Shreveport with headlines. 

Now, with headlines safely tucked 
in the morgue, eyebrows raised three 
weeks ago are regaining their nor- 
mal composure. The army against 
censorship is cooling, and theater 
managers are out of jail. It is now 
time for Shreveporters to form open 
minded opinions on “Last Tango In 
Paris,” 

A middle aged man (Marlon Bran- 
do), shocked into the realization of 
his wife's suicide, has a brutal eoi- 
sode with a twenty-year-old (Maria 
Schneider). Their affair is the 
widower's last desperate attempt to 
relate to a basic reality— sex. 

“Last Tango In Paris” explores the 
attitudes of a permissive society. This 
society is tom between the ties of 
any balanced moral structure. Ex- 
ploiting the concept of “sex without 
love/" Brando and Snieder, protray 
two people on the breaking point of 
this structure. 

Psychological Adventure 

Psychologically, the film probes 
Into the widower's mind, illustrating 
the brink of mental collapse. PI ere in 
lies the message of “Last Tango,” 
Behind the scenes of sexual freedom 
there is a dramatic psychological ad- 
venture. 

Is “Tango” a breakthrough in estab- 
lishing creative libertine art or only 
a sophisticated "pomo show” en- 
gulfed in obsenity? 

One must realize that in this case, 
one man's obsenity is another man's 


art. As the hollowed cries of free 
speech fill the air, the ideals of the 
puritian ethic stand firm. 

Individual's Perogative 

“Last Tango In Faris” is caught 
between the two extremes. But reg- 
ulating values, whether it be by court 
ruling or social pressue, is not the 
happy medium. 

Only the individual can determine 
what is obscenity and what is art— 
not city officials nor “withit" friends. 

Perhaps Shreveport is not able yet 
to dance the entire last tango' but 
at least it is learning the first few 
steps,
